There could, of cowse, We no doubt as to 
which side the Fathér would take. The 
repute of the Society té which he belongs 
is, morally and intellectually speaking, of 
a mixed character. His Order is charged 
by its enemies with all sorts of falsehood 
and crime, with pandering to vicv in the 
interosts of the Church, with enslaving 
mind and body alike. Its friends can point 
Hto heroic wnissionaries, learned theclogians, 
saintly priests, skilled teachers... But 
artistically thore has nevor been much to 
say for the Jesuits. Their churches are 
not exactly the shrines of faultless taste, 
and they borrowed from their -T’uritan 
antagonists a tendoncy not only to war 
against impurity, but to discover it in 
pirees where the ordinary person fails to 
detect its presence.

tavern'si nu, so we are atthe bidding of 
Jesuit and journalist to suppress or stucco 
over symboleal statues, in the conven- 

‘tional nude, because nasty-minded, peo- 
ple cannt seo any represeotation of the 
unclothed hunrin form without findi 
“ sugrestive. 
close gunsmiths’ nd cutlers’ sliops because 
homividal: maniacs may procure’ doadly 
weapons there. Surely the right course ix 
not to penalise the healthy many for the 
defects of the’ morbid few, Rather should 
we protect the mentally discased against 
tho outhreal: of their disorder.

NEW UNIVERSITIES IN ENGLAND. 


TaE opening by'His Maresty tz Krya 
of the new Buildings erected by Leeds 
University draws attention to the great 
strides which the North of England has 


‘made during the past half-pentury in 


the matter of providing facilities for the 
higher branches of education to satisfy 
the needs of the. great populations which 
the industrial expansion of England has 
there brought about. Manchester was 
the pioneer in thenew movement, ledding 
off in -a- modest ‘way in 1840, when a 
well-to-do citizen, Jouy Oiexs, informed 
his friend Geonce Faurswre, that. he in- 
tended to béqueath him his fortune of 
£96,000. Faurxeee declined, the honour, 
and perauried Owies - to found a 
Onvexs ied “in 1846; the 


trustees spent_five: yeats_in. finding a 


received: a- Sees ede amount: of 
£80,000; and-a handsome building wos 
orected: and opened in 1868. _-Ever 
since 1836.London Had Been ‘the great 
examining university “for England: no 
matter where a man stindied, or a w&man 
after 1878, London would examine and 
stamp with dégrees... But as time went 
on, Owexs college began fo realize more 
fully its own importance, and to con- 
sider that Manchester, too, might confer 
degrees. In 1880 the Victoria Univer- 
sity, a degree-conferring body, was 
founded, and Manchester was the first | 
constituent college. Liverpool joined 
a8 a second constituent in 1884, Leeds 
in 1887. 

It was in 1878 tbat Liverpool first 
began, to have o hankering ‘for a 
college of her own, but the pressure of 
hard times prevented her from 
carrying out any suitable 
till 1882;when oe former 
asylum was modified and adapted for 
the purpose and began its scholastic 
career with ninety-three students. Six 
chairs were founded ; wealthy merchants 
and citizens came forward with support, 
and as the work: developed, moré chairs 
were founded, lectureships added, bur- 
savies and scholorships bestowed, 80 
that the net might be cast more widely 
and reach every class.of society. To- 
day the institution receives an annual 
subsidy of £11,700 from the rates, and 
the City Conzicil requires that £1,000 at 
least must be spent on scholarships for 
the children of poor ratepayers.

Leeds began business on even less 
capital than her sisters. About 1868 
some citizens interested in education 
issued a-circular announcing that a 
College of Science was needed, and 
inviting subscriptions for 260,000. 
Only “£17,000. could be scraped to- 
gether, but” the ‘courageous founders 
built and opened the college in 
1874. On the first day one student 
enrolled! At the end of the session 
there were nineteen students. "The staff 
was composed of four professors, who 
may be said to have since made their 
mark in the world of-sciénce and educa- 
tion: In 1878 the institution took the 
title of the Yorkshire College and nine 


years later it formed the third .constitu- |.

THE LATEST ATTEMPT TO . 
SWIM THE ENGLISH CHANNEL. 


Wolffe Fails When-Nearly 
Across. 


‘Loxvox, July 7. 

Jabex, Wolffe started yesterday morning 
to attempt to swim across the Englisch 
Channel. Throughout the day the weather 
was beautifully clear, and the swimmér 
could be followed tithor-vasily on @ very 
fine and rap.d awim across the:Straits until 
& o’elock in tho evening, when the French 
coast became enshrouded in a thick haze. 

_He lett the docks « Dover at’ daybreak, 
accompanied by a party of between 30 and 
40 people, on board the yacht Sea Wolf, 
which he used in his swim last year. ‘The 
boat left the harbour when the Submarine 
Flotilla was leaving, and care-had to be 
tekon to-xvoid coming in contact with these 
craft. Wolffo landed under the “South 
Foreland Light-house at high-water and at 
-five minutes past 4 he waded into the sea 
and. began his swim. He started from 
very’ much the’same position as on his 
formes, swims, but, under the advice of his 
French pilot, M..Dutortro, taking a differ- 
ent course from the Goodwins, the object 
being to swim for Calais, instead of to the 
west of Cape Grisnéz, which have heen the 
qbjective of most Channel swimmers. 

It wasn beautiful morning, but tho sir 
was cool, and the temperature of the sea 
did not oxcead: from 58 deg. to 59 deg: 
This, howevor, had no il-cifect upon 
Wolffe, wlio has made all his practice 
swims this year in the sea at a much lower 
temperature. - He -swom.with -jhis usual. 
left over arm stroke, going about 22:to 25 
to ‘the ‘minute, and pulled vory quickly 
awiy from the shore, followed closely by 
his attending boat. The eastern-running 
tide, which had still about three hows to 
run, carried him in, the direction of the 
South Goodwin Lightship, This-he clear- 
ed on tho shore side and by the timo that 
the tide. had finished running he was from 
three to four milos—off-the shote betweon
